Western :/Iil North Atlantic States 
tell severely, it must seem like a fairy 
toil to read th at there is Do Winter in 
the midst of California. It isdilficult, 
in tlie midst of W inter discomforts, to 
realize that in one favored part of our 
own Republic, it seems always Sum ­ 
mer; that when tho snows cover tlie 
ground in all the Northern half of the 
Onion, fresh green grass and spring­ 
ing Uowers mantle the soil of our 
“American Italy;’’ th at while we are 
consuming the carefully hoaVjed veg­ 
etables and fruits of Hummer,«ho/or- 
Umate inhabitants of this new land of 
promise are making gardens and rais­ 
ing a fresh supply, and th at while the 
farmer of these parts is doling out hay 
ami grain to his stock, sheltered in 
warm barns, green fields and pastures 
receive the Hocks and herds of South­ 
ern California. 
Even in tlie more 
Northern locality of San Francisco, 
the newspapers talk about their morn­ 
ings 
being “ delightfully cool 
and 
bracing.’’ 
The other clay when the 
thermometer was fifteen above zero at 
Davenport; Iowa, and ten above at 
Denver, Colorado,the Sail Franciscans 
were scarcely content with a tempera­ 
ture that is too cool for them at forty- 
two above Zero.

The few 
counties known as Southern Califor­ 
nia are very large in area, their total 
acreage being about the same as that 
of 1 he six New England States. 
It is 
said that most of this land is arable 
and immediately available for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
The healthfulness 
of the region and the facility with 
which crops are raised and secured 
would seem lo make it a paradise for 
fanners.—N Y. 'limes.

Cucamongo Homestead. 


E sito k H kka/.d : You have stated that you 
would giVH proposed purchasers some Inform ­ 
ation relative to the lands, w ater privileges, 
etc., of the Cucamongo Homestead Associa­ 
tion. Are you prepared lo do so now? The 
sale of tire property is advertised to take 
place on Tuesday next, and I In com m on 
w ith others who contem plate purchasing, 
would be thaakiul for a, I inform ation attain ­ 
able relative to the m atter. 
N ew Comuk. 
Los Angeles, January 29,1875. 
In response to the above note, we 
will say th at we have not yet received 
the long promised report on Cuca- 
mongo land and w ater, and cannot to­ 
day give as full and explicit inform a­ 
tion as we had hoped and desired. The 
following facts and suggestions may 
be useful to our correspondent a»d his 
friends: T he quality of some of the 
soil of the Cucamongo grant is cor­ 
rectly described in the pam phlet pub­ 
lished by the com pany some t ime ago. 
W hat proportion of the soil is as de­ 
scribed the pam phlet does not say nor 
do we know. 
It is a good rule not to 
purchase land until you have seen and 
carefully exam ined every acre of it. 
Those who iuteud to purchase Cuca- 
inougo 
property 
should 
rigidly 
apply this rule. A certain proportion 
of the land is a loose gravelly forma­ 
tion, good for fru it trees, but will 
require an im m ense am ount of water. 
Now of the m ain th in g —w ater—w ith­ 
out an abundance of w hich Cucamongo 
land, like a great deal of other land, is 
worth less than nothing. 
The old 
Cucamongo vineyard is the heart of 
the homestead, but is not a part of it 
and is not to be sold w ith it, though 
we are informed it is owned by the 
sam e parties wh« are placing the land 
in m arket. 
Acousiderable water rises 
on the vineyard, and it is supposed to 
be the w ater which sinks at the m outh 
of the cafiou. The company i* now 
taking the w ater from th e cafion and 
convoying it in pipes down to the 
homestead lands. 
H ere is the danger 
which purchasers of th e homestead 
should guard against: 
Suppose it is 
found, as it m ost certainly will be, 
th a t taking the water from the cafion 
iu pipes exhausts the supply a t some 
season of th e year on th e vineyard, 
w hat 
guarantee 
have 
the 
pur­ 
chasers of the hom estead th a t the 
owners of the vineyard ranch will »ot 


K now ing as we do that the Evening 
Express has long cherished a grddge 
against the Grango and the Granger, 
and th at it has become so prejudiced 
against the railroad company th a t it 
cannot bring itself to see any good in 
th a t corporation, we can readily ex­ 
cuse its opposition to the action of the 
S tate Grange in recom m ending our 
delegation iu Congress to favor subsi­ 
dizing the Southern Pacific Company 
in like ratio that aid was offered the 
Texas Pacific, as well as overlook its 
broad and unsustained charges of mo­ 
nopoly and extortion preferred against 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
B ut we cannot perm it it to 
m ake an argum ent against our posi­ 
tion relative to the course pursued by 
the State Grange and in support of the 
Pacific company, and yet leave the 
m ain feature of that position untouch­ 
ed, w ithout saying a word in response. 
The gist of our argum ent was th a t no 
m atter how or by whom the Southern 
overland railroad was built, it would 
not give us a com peting liue; th a t if 
the road was built by two companies, 
there would be no competition; th at 
the Texas Pacific would not build fur­ 
ther W est th an it m et a road going 
E ast; that the Southern Pacific will 
only go E ast until it m eets the one 
stretching W est; th at only the one 
track would be built, no m atter how 
m any companies were engaged iu its 
construction. 
If our cotemporary can 
show us th at this position is not cor­ 
rect, it will bo able to upset all the 
rules and regulations th at govern 
business. 
Tho Southern Pacific al­ 
ready have the right of way to the 
Colorado river and they will build the 
road to th at point, subsidy or no sub­ 
sidy. 
T om S c o t t will uot build liis 
Texas Pacific road a mile beyond that 
point on the subsidy ho will receive 
from towns, counties, States and the 
nation. 
If anyone flatters him self 
th a t these two companies will build 
parallel roads and run a competition 
th a t will im poverish both, lie is m is­ 
taken and is ignorant of the first prin­ 
ciples of railroading. 
If the Govern­ 
m ent should subsidize botli the South­ 
ern Pacific and the Texas Pacific to 
the full cost of building and equiping, 
and stipulate that each should build a 
railroad from ocean to oceau, w ithin 
twelve m onths from the date of com­ 
pletion, one com pany would control 
both roads. T hat there would not he 
com petition, is the point we sought to 
establish, and this point the Express 
w rites all arouud, but does not touch 
nor attem pt to refute. 
If it can be 
shown th at S c o t t w ill refuse all offers 
of com bination or sale from the South­ 
ern Pacific and will push his own road 
on to San Diego and San Francisco re­ 
gardless of where he m eets the South­ 
ern Pacific or how far tho two roads 
will 
run 
side 
by 
side, 
and 
if he will bind himself, his heirs 
or 
assigns, 
not 
to 
buy, 
sell 
or in any way collude or combine 
to or w ith the Southern Pacific, we 
shall be in favor of subsidizing his 
road from the A tlantic to the Pacific, 
and shall advocate the m easure as 
earnestly and persistently as could be 
desired by the m ost uncompromising 
opponent of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
W e will heed and carefully 
weigh all argum ents the Express may 
advance to this end, and w hen it has 
convinced us th at S c o t t w ill do this 
thing we will join w ith it heart and 
hand and do all in our power to assist 
him in the accom plishm ent of the 
great and glorious undertaking. 
We 
know th at the com pany controlled 
by 
Messrs. 
S t a n f o r d , 
C k o c k e r , 


H o p k i n s , H u n t i n g t o n and C o l t o n 
is seeking to control the railroad sys­ 
tem of the Pacific; 
wo know that 
these m anagers have received vast 
sum s from the people in the shape of 
subsidy, and we know th a t it is only 
where we can m ake our interest theirs 
th a t we m ay look for concessions 
at their hands, but shall we improve 
our coudition or change the aspect of 
affairs by giving subsidy aid to the 
Texas Pacific and w ithholding it from 
the Southern Pacific? 
By so doing 
we will prolong the tim e when we will 
have a Southern overland railroad 
and defy the proverb which says it is 
better to trust the devil we know than 
the devil we don’t know.

La Ballona. 


[Translated from La Cron loa. 1 


The nearest pointof com m encem ent 
of La Ballona Ranch from the Court 
House, of the city of Los Angeles, in 
a Southwest direction, is just three 
leagues. 
Extending thence to the P a­ 
cific Ocean, taking in the favorite 
watering place Santa Monica and W ill 
Tell’s; it embraces an area of 13,919 
acres, a little less than tw enty-tw o 
square miles. 
The origin o f the nam e La Ballona 
may be undeistood in the following: 
There being, however, tw o versions 
both of which w ill be offered. 
The 
first is, that an im m ense w hale was 
once carried ashore (by the way the 
skin and bones of one is on the beach 
at the present tim e) and out of respect 
to his “ whale-ship” one letter having 
been dropped from his name, and an ­ 
other inserted, the ranch was called 
Ballona instead of B allena (whale.) 
The second- is, that valle 
(valley) 
often spelt 
IJalle, 
by 
suppressing 
when a vowel the last letter, accord­ 
ing to rule, and affixing th e augm ent­ 
ative oiiu becomes in Spanish “R al­ 
lona,“ in English, m eaning large val­ 
ley. 
A s this answers both analogical­ 
ly* and descriptively, for Ballona is 
indeed a large valley, it is probably 
the correct version as to (h e origin of 
the nam e. 
El rancho du la Ballona was orig­ 
inally granted to Señores Dons A u ­ 
gustin and Ignacio Machado, Felipe 
and Tomas Talam autez on the 27th of 
Novem ber, 1839, by Juan B. Alverado, 
then Constitutional Governor of the 
Californians. 
The 
present owners, prom inent 
am ong 
whom 
uro 
the Alachados, 
Youngs, Roses and Sanfords enjoy the 
title of U. S. patent for their respect­ 
ive portions of this, one of the most 
beautiful sections of 
Los 
Angeles 
county, which in brief is to compare 
it in general loveliness w ith any part 
of the known world. 
Of the original 
grantees but two now rem ain, Srs. 
Dons Ignacio Machado ami Tomas 
Talamautez, the others having gone, 
after livin g to a good old age “ to that 
bourne from whence no traveler re­ 
turns,” leaving behind them , how ev­ 
er, as dashing, handsom e, intelligent 
representatives as any that California 
can boast of, and of whom La Ballona 
is justly proud. 
But tim e, though it 
may take from their gaze, conuot d is­ 
pel from their memories the fond rec­ 
ollections associated with their ances­ 
tors “ and often will the tear of regret 
intrusively sw ell” in the dark eye of 
a young siCoritu at the m ention of 
those cherished names, and though 
in sorrow, still she loves to dwell on 
associations connected w ith her abue­ 
lot. 
Sr. Don Ignacio M achado at the age 
of 85 is a m aguificent type of the na­ 
tive Californian. 
Though suffering 
at tim es from a slight clirouic infirm ­ 
ity he is still strong in body and v ig ­ 
orous in mind, and finds pleasure once 
in a w hile in riding a “bronco” or 
doing a good day’s work, iu spite of 
the protestations of his careful and 
affectionate children. 
Don Ignacio 
possesses a wonderful m em ory, and 
from ti me to tim e regales Ills numerous 
children and 
friends by narrating 
incidents connected w ith early La 
Ballona,w hich,historically considered, 
are worthy of notice, and may he pre­ 
sented to your readers when space m ay 
be found in the columns of your paper.

W ilm ington College has about 75 
students. 
The pile-drivers are again at work, 
and the new wharf is steadily stretch­ 
ing its huge proportions down the 
bay. 
W e saw the steam rising from the 
dredger this morning, which is proof 
that General Boschke has fired up; but 
we are unable to give further informa­ 
tion.

Major McClea left w ith his fam ily 
to-day for the purpose of m aking Los 
Angeles his permanent residence. Mr. 
Ames, his father-in-law, lias rented 
his farm up on tho railroad, aud will 
m ove to W ilm ington to occupy the 
Major’s house. 
Messrs. Thomas, French and Ma- 
teer, who were scalded and otherwise 
injured, last week ou the railroad, near 
W ilm ington, are all getting along us 
w ell as could be expected. 
French is 
out aud on the road,but looking som e­ 
what like a scarred veteran. 
Mateer, 
whose injuries are principally burns, 
is very niuen relieved from his suffer­ 
ings and only requires time to get out 
ail right. 
Thomas, w ho M as not only 
buried, but received internal injuries, 
is considered out of danger, but will 
require careful nursing. 


San Diego Items. 


The San Diego river is com ing down 
in increased volum e, and is pouring 
an im m ense stream into the Bay. 
This shows how heavy have been the 
rains iu the country. 
The bees in San Diego county m ake 
honey in December and January, and 
continue in their work till late iu Au­ 
gust, when the wild (lowers die. 
The 
first honey of the year 
1875 was 
brought to town yesterday, being a 
section box from the apiary at the 
Bocatero Ranch near the head of the 
Sweetwater river. 
The V ieuxtem ps skipped out to 
parts unknown on Saturday evening 
last. 
They left a sm all token of their 
affection at the Lyon’s House i« the 
shape of an em pty valise. Poor devils, 
they must be having a hard tim e of it 
out in 
th e storm which 
has pre­

said gentlem en m ay hear of their 
whereabouts by using (lie telegraph 
between th is place and Yuma.

coast was very largely in excess of 
that at San Diego.

a stiff Southeast gale and a steady 
pour.
